was killed in a blast

•wrecked his home and office and 
damaged a government building 
across the street. 


Throughout northern Palestine, 


authorities reported a number of 
explosions but details still were 
scant as to damage and targets.

Blame Armed Jews 


A British communique said that

Prime Minister Attlee opened the 
London conference on Palestine 
today with the assurance Britain 
was not committed to the contro- 
versial British-American expert's 
plan to divide Palestine into a 
federal state of four zones. 


Addressing Arab leaders,

British prime minister appealed 
to both Arabs and Jews to "make 
concessions necessary for peace" 
in the Holy Land where fresh 
violence flared.

gest single customer, said it may 
have to do likewise unless the 
meat shortage abates. 


The new butcher shop prices 


average 12 per cent higher than 
on June 30 when meat began its 
71-day period in the free market. 
They are lower than most recent 
prices, but the ceilings are mean- 
ingless in many communities be- 
cause counters are bare. 


How long the shortage will last 


became a prime topic not only 
among OPA and Agriculture de- 
partment experts but among army 
food buyers as well. 


Talk of Price Hike 


Any return to consumer ration- 


ng- appeared to be out. 


One remedy being talked at the 


Agriculture department is a pos- 
sible price boost to encourage pro- 
duction on the farms, ranges and 
feed lots. 


But no action appeared immi- 


nent. 


The agriculture 
department— 


given the last word over such 
matters in the price control ex- 
tension law—was 
unwilling 
to 


concede that a long and severe 
shortage is in prospect.

Philadelphia, Sept. ^ 10— (AP)— 


International accord is "our Chris- 
tian responsibility," the Rt. Rev. 
>tadry pt: George Tucker declared" 
today at the opening of the 55th 
triennial general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the 
USA. 


The address of Bishop Tucker, 


presiding bishop of tffe church, 
followed a colorful procession of 
the 153-member house of bishops 
and 325 clerical delegates in their 
vestments and academic hoods be- 
fore a large public audience in 
Convention Hall. 


After diocesan representatives 


of the church, which has a mem- 
bership of 2.700,000. pledged $8,- 
000,000 for world relief, church re- 
construction and missionary ad- 
vance, Bishop Tucker told the 
delegates "no problem is really 
solved today on lesser than world 
terms," adding: 


"Surely we must interpret the 


events of our own age as meaning 
that our era of Christian respon- 
sibility has been extended to in- 
clude literally every tongue, i-ace 
and nation. A moral plague in 
China or Africa will spread its 
direful influence to every section

Court Order Ends 


Pittsburgh's Strike 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 10—(AP)— A 


court order, stressing the public 
interest and welfare, brought a 
quick end today—at least tem- 
porarily—to a strike of electric 
power employes which had threat- 
ened paralysis of an 817-square 
mile area 
embracing 
1,500,000 


people. 


The order forbade any activities 


"which will imperil the lives, prop- 
erty, health and well being of the 
citizens." 


Just as strikers were beginning 


to leave their posts to take up 
picket stations. Judge Walter P. 
Smart handed down the order di- 
recting the Independent Associa- 
tion of Employes of the Duquesne 
Light Co., to "rescind and recall 
any order declaring a strike." It 
enjoined the union from "interfer- 
ing with the operation of any 
auxiliary equipment of Duquesne 
Light Co., the City of Pittsburgh 
or any other suppliers of-power. It 
forbade picketing. 


The order, directed against the 


company as well as the un^>n, or- 
dered officers and directors of the 
utility "to enter into bona fide 
negotiations with the independent 
association and to work out a 
sound and permanent labor policy 
which will prevent the recurrence 
of disputes between them and their 
workers." The company was told 
to "render adequate and continu- 
out power." 


The City of Pittsburgh and its 


health director. Dr. I. Hope Alex- 
ander, petitioned for the injunc- 
tion as business and industry was 
beginning to curtail operations in 
preparation for an emergency. 


The court's order came dramat- 


ically at the hour the strike of- 
ficially got under way—12:01 a.m., 
to enforce union demands for a 
master contract covering nine op- 
erating companies associated with 
Duquesne, and a 20 per cent wage 
increase.

"Bad Lands" Into Good Meat 


Vision and resourcefulness in 
the rebuilding of various kinds of 
abandoned and unproductive lands may 
pay dividends. The return of such ''bad lands" 
to, profitable use is equally important to pro- 
ducers and to us at Swift & Company. Be- 
cause t:what helps agriculture helps all of us."

He bought the "bad 
land" for $5 an acre. With a hand seeder, he 
walked the ridges and sowed sweet clover. The 
next year he had a good stand. This added 


some nitrogen and humus to 
soil already rich in phosphorus 
and potash. Further seeding of a 
grass legume mixture is done each year by 
airplane. Brome grass has got a start, and now 
his pastures will be even more productive. In 
addition to grass, plenty of drinking water for 
the cattle is held in the little valleys. 


Since being returned to usefulness, this land 


has averaged a net profit of S7 an acre each 
year. Similar Illinois land has recently sold for 
$25 an acre. 


This is only one example. Ever\' state has 


unproductive lands. Many other men have re- 
turned them to use—and profited. Huge areas 
still offer a challenge and an opportunity to 
American producers everywhere. Your op- 
portunity, too, may be indicated by such a 
little thing as sweet clover growing on aban- 
doned land. 


It's extra care that cat$ shipping fever losses among feeder cat- 
tle. Vaccination also will produce a measure of immunity. After 
cattle reach the feed lots, provide them with shelter from cold 
winds and rain. Give them light, bulky feeds such as whole oats 
and roughage. Cattle fall easy prey to shipping fever when they 
are run down, due tc fatigue, exposure, or irregular feeding.

With mixed hay 
of good quality with or without silage, grain ration of 12-16% protein 
is desirable. Where corn fodder, stover or straw is the main roughage, 
•with or without silage, an 18-20% protein grain ration is required. 


Weighing of silage occasionally will determine if it is being overfed 


at the expense of roughage. Normally, one pound of hay and three 
pounds of silage per 100 pounds of live weight is recommended. In 
the case of fresh cows, during the first three or four weeks of lactat ion, 
silage may he reduced to l's pound? per 100 pounds of live weight 
and hay increased proportionately.

New Motor Oils Thin 


As They Grow Colder 


Chicago, Sept. 10—(AP)—New 


motor oils that seem to violate the 
laws of nature by getting thin- 
ner as they grow colder, and that 
thicken when they get hot, were 
announced by the American Chem- 
ical society today. 


The oils were described by Drs. 


H. C. Evans and D. W. Young, of 
Stanco Distributors, 
Inc., New 


York City. They are an offshoot 
of the miracles of synthetic rub- 
bers and new plastics of the war. 


The oils owe their peculiar per- 


formance in heat and cold to ad- 
dition of some rubber-hke ma- 
terials, made synthetically. These 
rubbery particles are very large- 
size molecules. The rubbery stuff 
is made from either mineral oils, 
or coal or a number of farm pro- 
duct's. 


Evans and Young declared that 


the oils made starting easier. They 
said oil consumption was low be- 
cause of the thickening on heating 
affording a better oil seal around 
Tnobor piston rings.

South. That makes more head- 
lines than many times that num- 
ber of Negroes killed in Harlem 
by other Negroes. However, no 
honor is involved. There is no sec- 
ret conference of the Chief of 
Staff: the warships ride at an- 
chor, and the editorial writers soon 
turn to the Balkans for more ex- 
citing- news. 


Either by design or accident a 


warship is blown up in Havana 
harbor and "Remember the Maine" 
sends men to fill their flesh with 
yellow fever germs from which 
many thousands suffer the rest of 
their days. However, the nation's 
honor has been avenged. But a 
Capone gang may do much great- 
er damage to America in the 
heart of America without even 
giving the nation's honor a black 
and blue spot. 


One would think that frauds 


against the purity of the ballot, in- 
volving the very integrity of state 
and national elections, would be 


a really black blot on the ^scut- 
cheon. Or a fraudulent theft ot the 
nation's property as at Teapot 
Dome. But no, after a lew years, 
the President of the United States 
pardons seventeen of the vote 
thieves and restores their citizen- 
ship so that they may vote, be 
elected and hold positions of honor 
and trust under the government. 


If a religious sect in our country- 


tells its school Children to disobey 
a statute and refuse to salute the 
flag, the Supieme Couit excuses 
them as within 
their lehgious 


lights. But let no foreign powei 
refiibe to salute a visiting battle 
ship! Our honor is sullied, and 
the Secretai-v of State rushes to 
the White House for a confer- 
ence and emerges with white lips 
and furrowed brow. 


160 murders in New York City 


in one half a year. That is about 
twenty times the number of Amer- 
ican seamen killed by Hitler before 
we went to war. The total num- 
ber of murders in the United 
States in a year is more than those 
killed by the Japs at Pearl Har- 
bor.

glasses, what results may we ex- 


pect? If we can't see straight on 
this matter of honor at home, with 
what wisdom can we govern the 
world? Let the drums beat and 
the headlines scream, and we atop 
thinking.
